Dr. Roscoe L. Hale, aged 82 years, 
for a period of over forty years one 
of Sedalia’s best known 
and 
most 
highly respected citizens, died last 
night at IO o’clock at his home, 400 
West Fourth street, following a seri­ 
ous illness, with which be was strick­ 
en a week ago today. 
Dr. Hale was born in Brandon, Ver­ 
mont, April 8. 1830, and when a mere 
child, aged (I years, his parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. Luke Hale, removed to Illi­ 
nois, where the greater p* rtiou of the 
son’s early .fife was spent in Kane 
county. It was there that he received 
his early schooling, and on reaching 
young manhood attended and gradu­ 
ated from college at Oberlin, Ohio. 
He afterward took a course in medi­ 
cine and surgery at Rush Medical 
college in Chicago, 
111., 
graduating 
with honors from that institution in 
1853. 
He first entered upon the practice 
of medicine with his father at Dun­ 
dee, 111., and later located at Morris, 
111., where he remained 
for 
some 
time. 
He served as a surgeon in the 
federal army in Illinois for a time 
during the war, and later went to 
Chicago, wrbere he remained until the 
time of the disastrous fire that de­ 
stroyed a great portion of that city 
in October, 1371. 
Dr. Hale then came to Sedalia and 
formed a partnership with J. H. Mertz 
in the drug business, giving ’ - his 
practice to devote ais time ;o conduct­ 
ing the affairs of the store. 
He re­ 
mained in tho drug business contin­ 
ua s 
until about four years ago, 
when. r ' account of bis age. he re­ 
tired ii ii- 
active business life. 
Dr. Hale was first married in 1856, 
to Miss Sarah C. Clifford, at Chicago, 
a daughter of Samuel Clifford, of that 
city. 
As a result of that union two 
children were born, Anna Cora, who 
previous to her death was the wife of 
Frank Trumbull, then of St. Louis, 
and now a New York railway mag­ 
nate. 
The ether daughter was Miss 
Florence M. Hale, whose death oc­ 
curred several years ago at Denver, 
Colo., w’here she went following hard 
work in school, in an effort to regain 
her lost healtn. 
His first, wife died 
in Sedalia August 12, 1883. 
Dr. Hale was again married in 1884 
at Rome, Wisconsin, his bride at that 
time being Mrs. M. M. Seely 
She 
came to Sedalia immediately follow­ 
ing the wedding, and, with Dr. Hale’s 
two sisters &nd two brothers, sur­ 
vives him. 
His sisters, Mrs Minnie 
Hurd and Mn*. Fannie Copp, reside 
at Joliet, 111., and a brother also re­ 
siding in that city, Martin Hale, has 
arrived to remain until after the fu­ 
neral.
